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Sewer rates could stay put

The Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority (MWRA) 
Advisory Board Rate Methodology 
Subcommittee voted 8-6 Friday in 
favor of a sewer rate plan touted by 
Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull as favorable to Wilmington. 

The eight votes counted towards 
the selection of a method which 
makes sewer assessments bases on 
two components - operation and 
maintenance, and capital. For the 
first, a cost would be assessed based 
on metered flows. Capital 
assessments would be divided 
between sanitary flow, infiltration, 
and inflow, with costs assigned to 
each separate sewer flow 
component, 

The six dissenting votes were all 
‘cast for the “population equivalent" 
method, which makes assessments 
based on total municipality 
population, regardless of overall 
sewer use, 

Still, the larger question looms: 
will the advisory board itself vote.to 
accept the subcommittee's 
recommendation? 

The subcommittee, of which Hull 
is a member, granted one vote to 
each of its 14 members. The full 
60-community MWRA Advisory 


Board, however, weights its votes 
according to the census population 
of each represented city or town. 

According to Hull, just six cities 
and towns comprise 46 percent of 
the advisory board vote. Not 
surprisingly, those six larger 
communities, which includes the 
City of Boston, oppose the method 
voted for by the subcommittee. 

Larger municipalities favor the 
population equivalent sewer rate 
methodology. 

For Wilmington, which has the 
lowest number of MWRA-serviced 
homes and business of the 60 
members, such a method would be 
disastrous. 


"I just can't imagine the 
homeowners absorbing this," 
Selectman Diane Allan, 


Wilmington's MWRA Advisory 
Board Representative said 

But Allan is still curious to sce 
how the larger MWRA 
communities will get around the 
Rate Methodology Subcommittce's 
voted recommendation if they 
succeed in defeating it at the June 16 
advisory board meeting. 

State law says that the advisory 
board must take the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee and 


vote on it. Allan does not think it is 
legal for the advisory board to vote 
‘on an alternate method. 

"They may throw the whole thing 
out," she said of the subcommittee's 
47-week methodology study which 
culminated in Friday's vote. 

Then there's the question of the 
State Legislature, who, according to 
current law, has the final say on 
which assessment method the 
MWRA employs. An amendment 
making the advisory board's vote 
final has passed the House and now 
awaits a State Senate vote. 

This vote could ultimately 
determine which method goes into 
effect. For if the final deter- 
mination comes from Beacon Hill, 
not only do large municipalities 
such as Boston and Cambridge have 
larger delegations, they also sport 
more political clout across the 
commonwealth. 

Meanwhile, the Town of 
Weymouth is continuing with its 
class-action suit - to which Wilm- 
ington has donated $1,500 to date - 
against the MWRA. It is uncertain 
if they would abandon the suit 
should the rate methodology 
favorable to smaller communities 
be implemented. 


School committee puts 
safety first

In a public hearing held by the 
Wilmington School Committee on 
Wednesday, May 11, the issue of 
School Safety was discussed in great 
detail. School Superintendent, 
Geraldine O'Donnell, spoke on the 
issue, using the analogy, "points of 
the triangle." O'Donnell claims that 
the "points of the triangle" that 
produce safety in schools are "the 
parents, the school, and the 
members of the community (spec- 
ifically, the Police Department)." 

An increase of violence and 
assaults in the Wilmington Public 
School System, has forced the 
school committee to take action. 

"I think that the time has come for 
us to pull together as a community 
and to really promote, as much as 
we can, the safety of all of our 
students," O'Donnell said to 
committee members and to all in 
attendance of the meeting. "We will 
take action whether it's through the 
code of discipline, whether it's 
through sanctions in regard to the 
graduation exercises that are 
coming up, or whether it's in the use 
of law for support." 

Committee member, Dr. James 
Demos also had something to say 
about the issue of School Safety. 
"The majority of the kids in our 
schools want to be here - want to 
learn," he said. "We owe them their 
protection, and we also have to 
allow them to have a good 
educational upbringing without 
constantly being disrupted in a 
school setting." 

Superintendent O'Donnell and the 
committee members are intent upon 
creating a safe environment within 
the school system. 

The issue of School Choice was 
brought up for discussion by the 
committee. This decision has been 
pending, yet there seems no easy 
way to decide whether or not to 
open up Wilmington Public Schools 
to outside enrollment. However, 
the decision must be made by June 1 
and Superintendent O'Donnell gave 
committee members something to 
think about. 

"I would caution you very 
carefully," O'Donnell stated, “It's 
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deceiving to think that we have 
space at the High School. Numbers 
are down, but the faculty has been 
cut.” 

The school committee adjourned 
having not made a ;decision 
regarding School Choice, but 
perhaps they are one step closer. 

Joyce Beckwith, a teacher in the 
Foreign Language Department at 
the High School, was congratulated 
by the committee for her awarded 
fellowship program. Beckwith was 


one of 66 recipients out of 303 
applicants who was awarded a 
fellowship from NEH (National 
Endowment for the Humanities). 
Beckwith has chosen to travel to the 
Basque Country to enhance her 
knowledge of both, the languages 
and cultures of the provinces. 

"I hope my enthusiasm will be 
contagious," Beckwith responded 
eagerly to the school committee's 
congratulatory words.

Controversy stemming from the 
Wilmington High School Parent 
Advisory Council (PAC) "calendar 
lottery" sales is being blown out of 
proportion. 
That's what former PAC 
President Andrew Armata is saying. 
"It's a raffle," Armata stressed, 
calling "calendar lottery" simply a 
"fancy name" for the raffle. Cash 
prizes, much like those awarded in 
church fair "50-50 raffles,” are 
given through the PAC raffle. 
Raffle tickets were sold by the 
PAC throughout April as a 
"standard fund-raiser" to generate 
monies for school supplies, 
scholarships and enrichment 
programs, Armata said. Winners’ 
names were drawn starting May 1 
But that didn't stop one 
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Wilmington resident from blowing 
the whistle on the PAC. 

Armata, whose term as president 
ended Monday night, had obtained a 
town permit signed by Town Clerk 
Kay Scanlon and Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart, but failed to file the 
PAC with the state attorney general 
office's public charities division, a 
requirement he says he was unaware 
of. 

"We didn't file, we were reported 
[by a local activist - ed.]," Armata 
said. 

As a result, the raffle was 
postponed for one day, last 
Thursday, while Armata acquired 
the proper state authorization. 

According to Armata, the one-day 
layoff did not affect the raffle, 
which went off as planned. 

"It will continue to go on," he said.

“Tewksbury senior wandered from 
‘home and was missing for over six 
‘hours. Thanks to the Grace of God 
and Officer Sheehan and his K-9 
colleague, the elderly person was 
‘located about 10:30 p.m. in the 
4/woods and is doing well! 

The incident presented much food 
«for thought, First thoughts centered 
«on the number of elderly who suffer 

from some form of memory 
disorder; and, just how many do not 
realize or are not prepared for what 
could be a disastrous situation - a 
missing person. 

There are 4,000,000 people in this 
country who suffer from 
Alzheimer's Disease and related 
disorders, The executive Office of 
Elder Affairs reports that in Mass, 
alone it is estimated that this number 
has reached 130,000. According to 
a recent Gallup poll, one in three 
people know someone suffering 
from Alzhiemer's and one in 10 has 
a family member with the 
condition. The figures are 
staggering. It is so important that 
precautions be taken when one has a 
loved one with memory loss 
problems. 

One way to help understand the 
problem faced is to seek advise. 
This can be done through one's 
physician, However, a wealth of 
information is available through the 
number of Alzheimer's Support 
Groups which are available in 
almost every community, One such 
group meets in the Tewksbury 
Senior Center the second and fourth 
Tuesday of each month from 7 to 
8:30 p.m. Call the Greater Lowell 
Alzheimer's Association (GLAA) at 
935-5576 for more information. 

Those unsure or not quite ready 
to get involved in a group, it is very 

: important that you take other 
precautions. It is a good idea to label 
all clothing worn by someone with 
memory loss. It is also wise to 
arrange supervision at all times, 
Many Alzheimer's victims are up 
and about at night. It is a good idea 
to have a sounding device to alert 
the family if doors are opened, etc. 
It is also good practice to have 
family members and friends inform 
the caregiver if they will be taking 
the Alzheimer's victim for a visit or 
out shopping, etc.

Wilmington takes first place at 
State Technology Fair 


Alicia Kendall and Seung Wook 
Kim, members Mr. Finer's seventh 
grade pre-algebra class at the West 
Intermediate School recently 
brought home a first place prize. 
They entered their project in the 
competition sponsored by the 
Technology Education Assoc. of 
Mass at Fitchburg State College. 

Mr. Finer's class was studying 
equations and percents. In order to 
make this more interesting and 
relevant to the students, Mr. Finer, 
with the encouragement of his 
principal Mr. Jordan, and the 
support of Superintendent Dr.

Enviro-Racism —

The pollution of our environment 
has been looked at from many 
different angles over the years. 
Economics and health effects have 
received the most publicity. 
Recently, however,the relationship 
between poverty or race and 
pollution has been brought into the 
discussion. In February the 
President signed an Executive 
Order - "Federal Actions to 
Address Environmental Justice in 
Minority _and--Low ‘Income 
Populations." 

The battle lines have already been 
drawn. Some activists think the 
federal environmental laws have 
been administered in such a way that 


;. poor neighborhoods are subject to 


more pollution. A 1987 study by 
such a group found that three of 
every five blacks and Hispanics in 
the U.S. live in communities with 
uncontrolled toxic waste sites. Civil 
rights groups are’ picking up the 
banner on this issue and are running 
with it. Other studies, however, 
indicate that there is no evidence to 
suggest a bias in locating hazardous 
waste facilities. A recent study by 
UMass found there was no national 
pattern of environmental racism. 

If we define pollution sites as 
landfills, incinerators, chemical 
plants, sewage treatment plants and 
Superfund sites, let's do our own 
unscientific local survey. 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, as well 
as most neighboring towns, have 
abandoned landfills. No 
environmental racism in evidence 
here. The regional incinerator 
Wilmington and 22 other towns use 
for their trash is located in No. 
Andover. Not exactly a low rent 
area, A nuclear metal plant in 
Concord and a chemical plant in 
Acton that contaminated 40 percent 
of the town's drinking water, Check 
the property taxes in those towns.

The President's Executive Order 
seeks to place federal mandates and 
restrictions on future environ- 
mental activity. The EPA will be the 
lead agency. Its mission will be to 
identify minority or low income 
populations and potential adverse 
environmental, health, or economic 
effects on the surrounding 
population. The end result of this 
new layer of bureaucracy could 
prove counterproductive, howevér. 
The extra time involved in solvingla 
perceived social injustice could 
expose a community to a potenti 
hazardous condition for a longer 
period of time. . 

The Not in My Back Yard 
(NIMBY) syndrome will now add 
racial bias to its list of issues. 
Locating and building any facility to 
dispose of our trash, for example, 
will now have one social class 
battling another. > 

The current regulations and media 
publicity that develop over any 
hazardous waste facility provide 
sufficient checks and balances. 
Further involvement of the federal 
government can only serve to waste 
time and money.

SLAPP suit initiators use the 
expense and emotional burdens of 
the law suits to prevent public 
meetings and petition initiatives on a 
public issue. Most SLAPP suit 
defendants do get these charges 
dismissed, but the suits last an 
average of three years and are 
successful in silencing citizen 
groups. If the proposed legislation 
is enacted, swift action would be 
taken on SLAPP suits to prevent 
years of wasted money and energy. 

The Legislature passed a similar 
bill last year only to see it vetoed by 
the Governor.

- Carp Derby on the Merrimack 


2 
. by Bill Conlon 
This Sunday, the Greater Lowell 
fly Fishers club will host their 7th 
fAnnual Carp Fishing Derby on the 
Merrimack River. With carp in the 
‘river commonly running 20 pounds 
and more, there should be a couple 
of monsters taken during the day. 
¢ People seem to have two opinions 
about carp. Some folks love them, 
‘while othérs despise them. I admit 
¢ Em in the camp, with the firm 
belief that any well-equipped tackle 
¢.box for carp fishing should include 
“a few sticks of dynamite. My editor 
;ywould catch me if I misspelled the 
‘name "carp," reversing two letters. 
+,, The carp was imported to the U.S. 
Ar the Orient in the 1800s, and at 
time it was touted as the fish of 
the century. Carp were a terrific 
- source of food, it was said, because 
they grow quickly, they tolerate all 
/ of water conditions, and they 
» aren't picky about what they eat. 
fa, What the promotional hype failed 
50 mention is that carp aren't exactly 
‘the best-tasting fish, and the bottom- 
, feeders have a habit of sucking up 
, the eggs of other fish, while fouling 
, the water with clouds of mud. 

A pond on the Tewksbury Hospital 
” grounds, I discovered, was used at 
~ one time as a holding tank, while the 

carp were being stocked into local 
waters. All over the place, 

Luckily, carp haven't done all that 
~ well in most waters. An exeption to 
;, that rule is the Merrimack River, 
_, Where they've done quite well. The 
* state record carp was taken from the 

Connecticut River, but the day will 
* come when the Merrimack will beat 
"hat record. I'm convinced, 
«, José Cambrils, past president of 
»,the GLFF, is a devotee of fishing for 
big carp. In fact, he had a T-shirt 
produced which reads "Merrimack 
River carp -- They're not just for 
breakfast anymore!" 

Fishing for carp, even the trophy 
size, is embarassingly easy. 

Bait a hook, toss it out, take a nap. 

Preferred baits for carp include 
kernel corn, oatmeal, and the trusty 
can of worms. I've heard stories of 
people catching carp on everything 
from WD-40 to laundry soap, but 
Jos¢'said corny cacifear ama 
are the top producers, so I'll go with 
‘his recommendation, 

Corn is the simplest carp bait to 
use. Just open a can of Green Giant, 
put a few kernals on the hook, and 
toss it out. 

{ I learned the hard way that using 
‘oatmeal for carp bait is simpler than 
expected, I tried cooking up a batch 
of super-thick oatmeal, but the stuff

kept washing off the hook. Later I 
was told that you don't cook the oat- 
meal at all! 

Just take a handful of dry oatmeal, 
put your hook in the middle of the 
grain (careful!), then dunk your fist 
into the river to wet the oatmeal, and 
squeeze’ to get out as much water as 
possible. The oatmeal will stay on 
the hook until further notice. 

Worms need no explaination. 

Carp have no real teeth, and their 
mouth is more of a vacuum cleaner 
than a set of jaws. Carp will mouth 
your offering gently, so be watchful 
for the slightest twitch of the rod tip. 
If you think you have a nibble, haul 
off and slam ‘em. Their mouth parts 
are made of rubber, or leather, and 
you won't have to worry too much 
about pulling the hook through, 

On the other hand, you need to use 
a small-enough hook so the carp will 
pick up the offering, but big enough 
to grab a piece of mouth on the way 
out when you set the hook. A #10 or 
#12 should do the trick. Remember, 
they have no teeth to cut your line. 

The finest part of carp fishing (if 
there is such a thing) comes when 
the hook is set. Carp fight well, and 
a 20-pound fish on light line is a real 
battle in anybody's book. Expect a 
long, seesaw, back-and-forth battle 
before the mud-sucker tires enough 
to be landed. 

The derby officials on Sunday will 
only weigh in live carp, so once the 
fish is landed, hurry to the weigh-in 
table. 

Because if it dies, you might have 
to take the the thing home and eat it. 
What are you going to do with a 20- 
pound fish that tastes like mud from 
the Merrimack River? 

Well, there's always the garden...

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Reliving the activist years 


By KEN MAGUIRE 


hen Wakefield native 
Were Dellinger was 
just a boy, he came 
face-to-face with what would 
‘become the passion of his life. 
. Shortly after the end of World 
War I, while just a fifth-grader, 
‘Dellinger's father brought him 
to town hall for a lecture. Count 
Felix Von Luxter, a German 
fighter pilot, spoke about putting 


an end to rivalries and working 
“for a warless world.” 

"I was moved by his plea for 
the people of the world to work 
together to solve their problems 
rather than go to war and doing 
terrible things, such as the 
bombing of cities that he had 
done," wrote Dellinger in his 
autobiography "From Yale To 
Jail." 

Dellinger, now 78, would go 
on to lead a life of the ultimate 


moral dissenter. He spent time 
in many prisons through the 
years because of his beliefs. 


He was first jailed for refus- 
ing to register for the draft in 
1940. He would lead numerous 
hunger strikes and nearly died 
in a Danbury, Connecticut 
prison. That experience gave 
him the courage to move for- 
ward in life, and to teach others 
to do the same. 


Nationally, he is best known 
for his role in the Chicago Eight 
trial, where he and seven other 
men were accused of inciting a 
riot during the turbulent days 
surrounding the 1968 Democra- 
tic National Convention. "The 
world is watching," he declared 
regarding the media attention 
given to the police brutality in 
Chicago.

ished, and rolling in the dust on 
the ground. 

Bison are the largest mam- 
mals in North America, with 
mature males weighing up to 
2200 pounds and towering over 
most humans at a height of 
almost seven feet from the top 
of their heads to the ground.

They reach maturity at three 
years and may live from 20-25 
years in the wild. 

Bison once roamed North 
America from Alaska to 
Northern Mexico and across the 
continent almost to the Atlantic. 
Currently, they are found in 
patches within this range and 
are protected in the United 
States and Canada where there 
are approximately 30,000 living 
on reserves. These herd animals 
once migrated south for grazing 
every fall, travelling 200-400 


miles. Buffalo paths stamped 
through the centuries were used 
as roads by settlers heading 
west. 

North American Indians 
depended on bison for food and 
clothing. They considered every 
part of the animal sacred, even 
the skin and organs. Indian 
shamans (healers and spiritual 
leaders) would tell the dying, 
“You came from the bison on 
earth, now you go home to the 
animals, to your ancestors, and 
to the four spirits.”

His father, a Boston lawyer 
and onetime chairman of the 
Wakefield Republican Town 
Committee, was a good friend of 
President Calvin Coolidge, who 
was Governor in Massachusetts 
before moving on to the White 
House. Said Coolidge of the 
young Dellinger, "He's a smart 
one. He'll go places." 

Dellinger's activism was evi- 
dent at an early age. During the 
Sacco and Vanzetti trial in 
Boston, Dellinger demanded 
that his father bring him to 
Governor A.T. Fuller's office to 
seek a pardon for the Italian, 
non-English speaking immi- 
grants accused of murder. 

Dellinger brought his sense 
of community to his college 
days at Yale during the Great 
Depression. He would go on to 
invoke Gandhi's principle that 
opponents should never be 
thought of as enemies, merely 
allies with different viewpoints. 

Having a sense of communi- 
ty, Dellinger explained, helps 
people see each other as equals, 
not through colors or religions. 
But, the world is an imperfect 
place. 

"Until we get rid of the idea 
that success is having more 
money, prestige and power than 
the next person, we won't get 
very far. Even in Wakefield we 
are taught that success means 
accumulating more...rather than 
sharing and rising together," he 
said. 

Dellinger has strong feelings 
on America's social structure. 

"In 1970," wrote Dellinger in 
his autobiography, "when I spent 
a month in Chicago's Cook 
County Jail during the Chicago 
conspiracy trial, close to 90 per- 
cent of the inmates were Black, 
Mexican, Puerto Rican, Native 
American or of Asian extrac- 
tion. 

"I could think of only two pos- 
sible explanations," he contin- 
ued, "either Third World people 
in this country are criminal by 
nature, or the society, the econo- 
my and the court system are 
criminally racist." 

Economic inequalities are 
still fresh in his mind. Dellinger 
told his audience that 25 percent 
of children in this country live 
in poverty, and that 20 percent

of fulltime workers are below 
the poverty line. 

Dellinger told a humorous but 
telling story concerning 
activism and having the courage 
to make changes, personally and 
socially. 

It begins with a man who had 
fallen and was hanging off a 
cliff. He looks up for divine 
intervention and yells, "Is there 
anybody up there?” A cloud 
came over the horizon and with 
a bolt of lightning, a voice 
answers, "Do you believe?" 

"Yes, yes!" answered the 
man. 

Nothing happened. The man 
shouted again and the voice 
from above asked, "Do you have 
faith?" 

"Yes!" the man answered 
again. 

"Then let go," the voice 
replied. 

The man ponders that and 
then asks, "Is there anybody 
else up there?" 

"We're all looking for some- 
one 'up there,' a family member, 
a boss, a president to come and 
save us," Dellinger said. "But we 
really have to make the changes 
ourselves. 

"Live the revolution, don't 
plot it. Live the changes neces- 
sary to make our society better,” 
he said.

Quilt owners who wonder 
about the worth of quilts they 
own will have a special opportu- 
nity on Saturday, May 21 when 
the New England Quilt Museum 
in Lowell presents its Quilt 
Appraisal Day. Experienced 
quilt appraisers will be on hand 
to identify quilts and provide 
information about their value.
